The thermometer registers near- 
ly 67 below zero today and the 
wind has been above 20 miles an 
hour most of the day, strong 
enough to whip up the drift snow. 
The wind is also from the South- 
west, which is a cold quarter. 

Usually when the wind blows 
hard, the temperaturé rises: but 
there are exceptions te this rule 
and today is one of the exceptions. 

It is fairly clear: and when the 
light was strongest during the day. 
it illuminated a grim landscape. To 
the south, the sky was gray and 
obscured and clouds hung low in 
the northeast; the barrier was a 
dull and forbidding gray with 
snow whipping along the surface. 
But in the north the sky was a 
thin green color and on the horizon 
was a meagre smudge of red light.

HOOVER SAYS U. 5.16 MEN TO FORM 


GUT 1 PCT. OFF 
FRENGH WAR DEBT 


Under Mellon - Berenger 
Agreement Virtually Only 
Loans Made After Armis- 
tice Are Collected 


WIPES OUT ADVANCES 
DURING CONFLICT 


In Statement Calls Atten- 
tion to Liberality of Set- 
tlement and to America’s 
Sacrifice. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Presi- 
dent Hoover in expressing gratifi- 
cation today that France had rati- 
fied the Mellon-Berenger debt 
agreement, told the American peo- 
ple: “This settlement in effect 
wipes out the entire indebtedness 
of France which arose during the 
war period, and simply provides 
for the payment of advances to 
France after the Armistice. I 
think in fairness to the American 
people I am justified in mention- 
ing the liberality of the settie- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hoover said he was “giving 
these facts so that in recognition 
way in which 
France has acted to meet its ob- 
it will understand that 
our people too feel that this set- 
tlement involves a measure of sac- 
rifice on their part.” 

Secretary Melion, who headed the 
commission which concluded the 
agreement, in a statement issued 
simultaneously with that of the

Committee Chosen at Sug- 


Board to Arrange for Or- 
ganization. 


IT WILL MEET IN 
CHICAGO AUG. 26 


Co-operatives, Elevators 
and Farmer-Owned Sales 


Agencies to Be Sharehold- 
ers in Corporation. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 27.—Under the 
guiding hand of the Federal Farm 
Board, the nucleus of what is ex- 
pected to become a $20,000,000 
grain marketing corporation was 
formed here today. The nucleus 
is a committee of 16 representa- 
tive grain men, selected from 


among more than 50 who. have 
attended the sessions of the Farm 
Board here during the last two 
days, at the board's invitation. 

This committee will hold its 
first meeting in Chicago Aug. 26 
and organize the Farmers’ Nationa’ 
Grain Corporation with an auchor- 
ized capital stock of $10,000,090 
which will be increased ultimatciy 
to $20,000,000 through stock d:vi- 
dends. 

Stockholders in the new corpo- 
ration will be co-operative market- 
ing associations, elevatOr compa- 
‘nies or farmer-owned sales agen- 
cies at central markets, on the 
basis of one share of stock for each 
member. Individual farmers also 
will be permitted to purchase one 
share of stock each. Par value of 
the shares will be $290. 

Organization by the grain inter- 
ests of the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation will mark the 
first actual step taken by the new- 
ly created Farm Board to solve the 
farmers’ marketing problems. 

Other similar corporations are 
expected to be organized later to 
deal with other commodities. 

Farm Board Pleased. 

The plan for the new grain cor- 
poration was submtited to the 
grain men by the board as the 
most feasible means of stabilizing 
prices. Members of the board ex- 
pressed themselves as gratified over 
the attitude of the grain men to- 
ward the suggestions, and over its 
ready adoption.

Master in Chancery Recom- 
mends Permanent Injunction 
to Restrain Interference.

CHICAGO, July 27.—Greyhound 
racing and pari-mutuel betting at 
greyhound races were held to be 
legal today in a preliminary report 
filed by Circuit Court Master-in- 
Chancery Max Korshak. The Mas- 
ter, whose study of the matter fol- 
lowed, the issuance of a temporary 
injunction to restrain police inter- 
ference with the dog tracks, held 
“that the provisions of the 1927 
pari-mutuel horse racing statute, 
insofar as they attempt to forbig 
dog racing. are discriminatory and 


violative of the constitutional guar- | 


antee of both the State and Fed- 
eral Constitutions. 

“laws must be general in their 
application ang they must not 
grant special or exciusive privileges 
or immunities to a particular class 
unless there is a fair and a rea- 
sonable basis for the classifica- 
tics. Courts will not sustain a

RECORD CROWD AT 
AIR FIELD EXPECTED 


Street Cars to Run Every 15 
Minutes — Special Traffic 
Rules in Effect. 


The largest crowd that has been 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field since 
the Pulitzer trophy race of 1923, 
if not the largest ever assembled 
there, is expected to g0 to the 
field today. 

Street cars will leave Wellston 
loop at 15-minute intervals in the 
afternoon, charging a 15-cent fare 
each way. Busses will run at 20- 
minute intervals and’ will charge 
25 cents each way. 

Special traffic rules for motor- 
ists will be in effect from noon to 
midnight, according to an .an- 
nouncement of Sheriff LAll of St. 
Louis County. 

Bridgeton road, which passes 
the flying field on the west side 
and leads from Natural Bridge 
road to Florissant road, will be a 
one-way thoroughfare open only to 
northbound traffic from Natural 
Bridge road to Anglum, which is 
across the Wabash tracks at the 
southwest corner of the field. 

This regulation requires mo- 
torists to return to 8t.. Louis by 
way of Florissant, and southbound 
motorists who go from St. Louis 
through Florissant to park their 
machines in Anglum, since the 
road will be open only to north- 
bound traffic from the field to the 
tracks. 

Deputies will be stationed at in- 
tervals to enforce the regulations 
and to keep traffic moving smooth- 
ly.

27.—Soldiers and Red Cross work- 
ers, food. medicines and other re- 
lief agencies today were rushed 
into the meuntain district south of 
Quito where many persons were 
reported killed and injured in a 
severe earthquake on Friday.

PARIS, July 27.—Aristide Bri- 
and, Foreign Minister, for the 
twelfth time in his long career will 
‘be French Premier. This evening 
he accepted a mandate from Presi- 
dent Doumergue to form a min- 


istry in succession to the cabinet 
which resigned this. morning after 
Premier Poincare had _ definitely 
decided he must retire because of 
the condition of his health. Briand 
was Foreign Minister in this cab- 
inet. He has been in the cabinet 
sinee 1906. 

Briand takes up an admittedly 
delicate task in attempting to con- 
solidate the various 
groups in Parliament into a min- 
istry “as a patriotic duty” after 
the leaders of most of the parties 
had told Doumergue that he 
(Briand) was the man to do it. 

Briand’s official conversations 
with party leaders will begin to- 
morrow but the more ‘intimate 
work of sounding out the opinions 
of the different groups already was 
under way tonight. While politi- 
cal observers think he will be suc- 
cessful, they admit the task is not 
an easy one. 

Briand hopes to be able to hand 
the list of his new cabinet to Pres- 
ident Doumergue tomorrow in or- 
der that he may begin work imme- 
diately on his declaration of Gov- 
ernment policy. é 

Both houses of parliament re- 
cessed yesterday for:the Summer, 
but as soon as the new Cabinet 
is formed will be convoked in spe- 
cial session to listen to the declara- 
tion of the Government and to 
award it the necessary vote of 
confidence to enable it to carry 
on at the Hague and at the Gen- 
eva League Assembly in the fall.

EXPERTS 
BEGIN DRAFTING 
OF 1931 BUDGET 


Start Month’s Work in An- 
alyzing Estimates of Gov- 
ernmental Departments 
and Agencies. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 27. — The 
task of formulating the estimates 
of the Government's $4,000,000,- 
000 budget for the next year—the 
1931 fiscal year—already has be- 


gun. 

Congress will not be called upon 
to consider the problem until De- 
cember, but experts of the Budget 
Bureau are at work on the csti- 
mates. 

The budget experts are analys- 
ing the preliminary estimates sub- 
mitted by the governmental de- 
partments and agencies. For the 
entire next month they will scru- 
tinize every figure and fund. 

The Budget Bureau will return 
to the governmental departments 


and agencies on Sept. 15 the s0- 
called regular estim atesa—that is, 
ite revised figures of the prelimi- 
nary estimates--and the depart- 
ment heads will be called upon to 
reallocate the funds. 

Another careful study of the 
figures, however, wili have to be 
made by the experts in an endeav- 
or to reduce governmental expen- 
ditures and prevent wasteful use 
of funds. 
departments and bureau chiefs 
will be callci before the budget 
directors to give their views on the 
estimates. 

With this final scrutiny, the 
task of the budget experts will be 
completed and their figures will 
be given to President Hoover, who 
will submit them to Congress with 
his recommendations. 


As departmental expenditures 
have been increasing in recent 
years—almost at the annual rate 
of $100,000,000—-the budget ex- 
perts face a difficult task in keep- 
ing the 1931 budget total below 
the $4.000,000,000 mark desired 
by President Hoover. Last yedr’s 
budget figures aggregated 383,300,- 
000,000, but new activities of the 
Government voted by Congress in 
recent years have added large ex- 
penditures. 

Chief among these are the farm 
relief and Government building 
programs, the naval cruiser and 
military aircraft building wpro- 
grams, the Mississippi flood con- 
trol and boulder dam projects, the

FGYPT SEEKING. 
CONCESSIONS IN 
BRITISH TREATY 


Greater Measure of Free- 
dom and of Self Govern- 
ment Is Object of New 
Pact. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, ae 27.—Conversa- 
tions between the British and 
Egyptian governments, it is 
liably learned, are proceeding with 
a view to effecting a new treaty 
which would give a greater meas- 
ure of freedom and self-govern- 
ment to Egypt. 

This information today con- 
firmed Egyptian newspaper re- 
ports, but it was pointed out that 
a published version of the draft 
treaty was not complete and was 
not fully accurate. 

The Cairo newspaper El Mokat- 
tam yesterday said it had learned 
the British Government “views 
sympathetically a new draft treaty 
with Egypt.” 

Among points which this treaty 
is said to embody are: Abolition of 
foreign capitulations; the relin- 
quishment by Great Britain of her 
claim for the protection of minori- 
ties and the transfer of British 
forces to the Suez Canal zone. 

Egyptian affairs have come toe 
the front lately through the resig- 
nation of Lord Lioyd, former high 
commissioner. Lord Lloyd's friends 
have vigorously criticised the La- 
bor Government contending that 
the resignation was forced. 

Foreign Secretary Heriderson has 
declared that it was simply a case 
of Lord Lloyd's being unwilling to 
see eye-to-eye with the Govern- 
ment on a@ more liberal policy in 
Egypt.

Banding trees 
te contre!] the web worm is use'ess as the 
female adult moths can fly and lay their 
*ggs on the branches of the tree, where 
they hatch and the young caterpillars 
commence at once to chew 

In the case of the Tussock moth and 
the canker worms, banding trees is 
helpful. The female adults of 
species cannot fiv. soe if a tree is once 
freed of them, bands will effectively 
keep them away. However. 
moth and canker worm are not usually 
in sufficiently large numbers here to do 
much harm. So if it is the web worm 
that you wish to keep from your trees, 
Gent think you are ‘relping any by 
banding. Spraying the trees with arsea- 
ate of lead solution is an effective con- 
trol. Or the webs may be burned or cut 
off, though this necessitates the remova! 
ef some branches.

Thoughts on Our Prosperity 


United States, having achieved great prosperity, now faces the question, “What shall 
we do with it?”; coal a sick industry, oil being exhausted, electric power passing 
to monopolies; conquest of unemployment one of great problems, another is mak- 
ing physical aspects of country more satisfying and third issue is disarmament. 


From the Commencement Address by Zechariah Chafee Jr. at 


Brown University, Reprinted from The Nation. 


HE United States ought to be happy. 
i We have long desired to be the richest 
nation on earth, and now we are. Like 
the Village Blacksmith, we can look the 
whole world in the face, for we owe not 


any man. Instead, most of the others owe 
us. We have most of the gold, most of the 


automobiles, most of the telephones: we 
buy most of the great pictures even if we 
do not paint them. We have so much on 
earth, that we can look forward to very lit- 
tle more in heaven except space enough to 
park two cars for every family, and a stock 
market and a tariff which will always be 
going up. The time seems rapidly appreach- 
ing when everyone will make so much 
money in Wall Street that we qian all re- 
tire and live on our dividends. 

And yet we are not particularlv happy. 
Our fellow countrymen, as described by 
Edith Wharton, Sinclair Lewis and Eugene 
O’Neill, exhibit very disagreeable states of 
dissatisfaction, and even such a genial story 
teller as Ring Lardner presents few char- 
acters who have a that seems worth 
living.

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It is high time to be done with com- 
placency. It has brought us, shrewd as we 
are in eur Own, Occupations, to a national 
life Without planning and without medita- 
tion as to results Coal has long béen a 
sick industry. but the able recommenda- 
tions of the President’s Coa! Commission of 
1921 have not been followed by one law or 
One change. Petroleum, perhaps the most 
magnificent gift that any country ever re- 
ceived, bids fair to be exhausted within a 
century after the opening of the first oil 
well, leaving us without fuel for our auto- 
mobiles and, what is worse, without lubri- 
cation for our machinery. Electric power, 
with all its possibilities of freedom from 
toil, has been rapidiy acquired by a few 
great groups, each of which challenges the 
public to find under a bewildering series of 
corporate shells the pea of actual 
cash investment. The consumers of power 
see the Supreme Court taking away the 
benefits once expected from rate regulation 
under private ownershjp, while the power 
interests fight the alternative of public 
ownership by secretly buying up the two 
main sources of public opinion, the teach- 
ers and the press. 
as 
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It is not enough to have prosperity. The 
Vital question is: What are we xOing to do 
with it? Shall we iet it dribble away as 
England did hers in the nineteenth century, 
so that little to show for all her 
past riches? Or shali we.employ it in pian- 
ning and making secure a better world? 

All planning requires giving up. And so 
I venture to suggest to vou three sacrifices 
which we might make in this time ef our 
prosperity 

First, that we devote money and thought 
without delay or interruption to the per 
Manent conquest of unemployment. It is 
the most serious defect of our exImting eco-

turn? It has begun already from new and 
disquieting causes. The very inventions 
which we hail as progress have thrown men 
out of jobs on an unprecedented scale.

Second, we might set ourselves to make 
the physical aspects of this country more 
Satistying. We could use public funds 
much more liberally to preserve and plant 
forests, which yield too slow a return to 
attract sufficient private investment. What 
we have already accomplished in parks and 
roadways reveals the vast possibilities of 
common enterprise. It is not enough, how- 
ever, to get better roadbeds and worse 
roadsides. We only drive faster and far- 
ther to see less that is worth while. No- 
body who has motored from Princeton to 
New York City can bear to visualize what 
the territory around ail our great cities will 
be like 50 years hence, unless every lot 
owner is willing to forego some of his free- 
dom of control over his own property. 

Finally, we might sacrifice our national 
isolation and our armaments. The eleventh 
of November, 1918, should have been a 
turning point in the life of the worid. 
Every one of us can remember, as though 
it were yesterday, his emotions on that 
morning. At last it was over, and we would 
do ail in our power that it should never 
happen again. Whe would have foreseen 
on that day that 10 years later we should 
be celebrating the anniversary of the armis- 
tice with a speech headlined in the New 
York Times: “President Calls for More 
Cruisers”?

We are told that all these cruisers, sub- 
marines, gas bombs, and war planes are 
only prudent insurance. Of all analogies, 
this is the most fallacious. Fires are not 
caused by insurance—at least not by the 
kind decent peopie take out: but arma- 
ments do cause war. It is ali very weil to 
say that they are only for defense. 

Enough of compromise. The way to dis- 
arm is to disarm. Our own history provides 
a fruitful precedent. In 1816, at the close 
of a bitter war, John Quincy Adams pro- 
posed to the British Government a mutual 
reduction of ail naval armaments upon the 
Great Lakes,

The outstanding feature, per- 
haps, of this whole expansion in 
Céntral and Northern Manchuria 
is that the new railroad lines are 
built on the standard railroad 
gauge, 4 feet 8% inches, while the 
Russian lines are built on the broad 
gauge of 5 feet. All of these lines, 
therefore, are feedcrs for the South 
Manchurian Railway, which is a 
standard-gauge line.

In 1898 
this territor-” was leased by China 
to Russia for 25 years, but the lease 
was transferred to Japan in 1% 5, 
after the Russo-Japanese war. It 
would therefore have expired in 
19235, but in the so-called “‘Twenty- 
one Deman™-” made by Japan in 
1915 it was definitely stipulated 
that this lease should be extended 
from 25 to ') years. 

If the treaty made by Japan with 
China as a consequence of these 
demands is regarded as valid, the 
Japanese have a legal lease which 
will not terminate until 1997. The 
Chinese, however, regard the treaty 
extension of the lease as invalid 
and of no effect. 

There is, then, a vigorous clash 
of interests and policies between 
each of these three Powers in Man- 
churia. In their economic aspect 
the differences appear to be of 
much the same character as those 
which existed between American 
railways 50 years ago. Apart from 
political influences, there is no rea- 
son to doubt that they might be 
settled by compromise and on a 
commercial and business-like basis. 

It is, however, very evident to 
students of the Far East that the 
present situation in Manchuria is 
very much like the situation that 
existed there before the Russo- 
Japanese war. It is, therefore, an 
acute example of the difficult com- 
plication of economic development 
by politica] and strategic interests, 
and as such it gives cause for con- 
siderable apprehension to those 
who are concerned with the main- 
tenance and development of peace 
and international co-operation in 
the Pacific.

It was further provided that, after 
Knight’s death, the trust fund shall 
become the property of the board 
for its purposes.

At Springfield, Mass., Saturday

Just 10 years and one day since he himself rowed in a race that 
brought a National championship to St. Louis, Coach Arthur G. Heyne 
of the Century Bogt Club will send his eight on the water Saturday 


at Springfield, Mazss., 
to St. Louis. 


The St. Louis crew is scheduled | 


to depart Tuesday for the annual 
regatta of the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Oarsmen—the 
most important event of the year 
for non-college crews. Coach 
Heyne’s crew will compete Satur- 
day in the senior championship 
race. Junior events will be run 
off Friday. 

On Aug. 2, 1919, Heyne, with 
Oliver Belzer, Sam Osterricher, and 
Rudy Abeken, comprised a four- 
oared crew that won the national 
four-oOared event at Worcester, 
Mass., and set a “dead water’ rec- 
Ord that has never been surpassed 
in non-college rowing. The St. Louis 
crew rowed a mile and a quarter 
“dead water’ course in 6:56, fin- 
ishing ahead of the second-place 
Duluth crew by eight boat lengths. 

The Naval Academy crew of An- 
napolis finished third. 

Heyne continued to row until 
1923, when he dropped out of row- 
ing activities and did not return 
until he took over the Century 
crew as coach, last year. In the 
past year and a half he has been 
inculcating a system and stroke 
somewhat similar to the late Pop 


} Courtney's, at Cornell, in the Cen- 
jtury oarsmen, which he and they 


hope will bear fruit in the form of 
a national championship this 
week. 

Heyne Has a Fine Crew. 

It is a great crew, physically, 
that Heyne will send into action 
Saturday, regardless of the lineup. 
Any eight men of the 12 listed in 
the official entries will average as 
much as six feet two and one- 
eighth inches in height and 178 
pounds in weight. This is believed 
to be a better average than any of 
the great crews in the country can 
show. 

To back up their power and pull, 
the Century oarsmen have trained 
hard under, Heyne.

Coach Heyne was asked if the 
constant last-minute shifting 
wouldn't endanger the teamwork 
of the Century crew. “It might 
have some tendency to hurt their 
teamwork,” he replied, “but the 
extra competition for seats among 
all the contenders will more than 
offset any little lack of smoothness 
in the boat. However, any combi- 
nation I send in will row with more 
teamwork than the average crew. 
The boys have trained hard and the 
training is bound to show.” 


The nation’s leading non-college 
crews, from Duluth, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and New England, will 
compete in the national event.

In the east 
wing is a great-array of Indian 
relics, from which the casual] visi- 
tor may gather some idea of how 
the white American's predecessors 
lived. 

In the extreme end of the east 
wing is a room where visitors for- 
merly were confronted by a forest 
of flags. The flags were fraught 
with historical significance, but 
few visitors investigated far enough 
to learn it from the labels. Most 
took one glance and departed. 

A few cases have been rear- 
ranged, in line with Mr, Lionber- 
ger’s idea, to show how old-time 
St. Louisans lived, by what they 
wore and what they dined, drank 
and wooed with. The display is 
not half completed, but already 
hundreds, at least, of the thou- 
sands who see the Lindbergh tro- 
pies are thronging this room and 
commenting with interest. 


Wedding Garb Is Gorgeous. 

First to meet the visitor's eye— 
and one judges it still would be 
first, even in a dark cellar at mid- 
night—is the gorgeous wedding 
coat of Auguste Chouteau, pale 
green with rose lapels and lining, 
over a vest of Joseph-colors, in- 
cluding red and yellow. “Forms” 
which lend reality to the display, 
without the frozen stares of wax 
models, were donated by a down- 
town store. 

Beside it is the “second-day” 
dress, elaborate beyond the de- 
scription of even a woman in this 
day, worn by Chouteauw’s bride, Ma- 
rie Therese Cerre, according to the 
custom of the times, for the recep- 
tion on the day after the wedding 
of Sept. 21, 1786. For contrast is 
Chouteau’s deerskin coat, wampum- 
fringed and embroidered with 
brightly colored porcupine quills by 
the Indians. 

Andrew Jackson's top hat, the 

cane of William Carr Lane, first 
Mayor of St. Louis; wedding gowns 
of French St. Louis, dressing 
“sacques,” dainty baby clothes and 
children’s dresses of every period, 
aprons which were tightly laced 
about the waist in days when their 
wearers thought anything comfort- 
able or peasant must be unladylike 
—all these and many more may be 
seen in this tall central display 
case. 
Drawing particular attention in 
the east side of the case is a collec- 
tion of millinery. It includes a flat 
straw hat, worn coquettishly over a 
slim eyebrow about 1850, a charm- 
ing bonnet of the same ear in gray 
lace with blue ribbons that would 
have been incompatible with gray 
a decade later, and a pair of what 
look like exceptionally artistic sun- 
bonnets, with the label “Old ladies’ 
caps—worn when ladies considered 
themselves old at 35.” 


Shoes Worn Four Years. 


At either end eof .he case the 
women visitors, especially, find 
much of interest In “Fashions in 
Footwear,” all the way back to the 
low brown wedding slippers, 
almost heel-less, in which Mrs. 
Thomas Hope was married 100 
years pago—Aug. 8, 1829. Progress 
may be seen in the wedding shoes 
of Mrs. Emma R, Pitzman, worn 
in 1868. By that time, it appears, 
brown had changed to white, the 
tops had stretched half-way to 
the knees, with laces at the side, 
and the heels had become fully 1% 
inch tall, 

Eliciting smiles and fluttering 
chatter from the women-folk are 
a pair of tiny leather boots, the 
color of iron and hard as iron but 
still preserving the hint of busy, 
exploring childish feet. The boots 
were made in Mexico, Mo., in

Massive combs and no less mas- 
sive watches of a century ago, @ 
French Revolutionary snuff-box 
bearing the miniatures of Kobes- 
pierre, Marat and others, hair 
jewelry, the slim decanters-—-of 
days when decanters were made ‘9 
hold a little of something very 
particular, and not as much as 
possible of almost anything—used 
by Gov. and Mrs. Daniel Dunklin 
in 1826, are included in the jewelry 
display. 

Silver Display ss Popular. 

Possibly most popular of all is 
the china and silver display. Miss 
Anne Kinnaird, assistant in charge 
of the society's offices, washed the 
china, fished the blackened sil- 
verware out of the darkness and 
cobwebs, and spent a week polish- 
ing it. Now, resplendent in a case 
to itself, it is under the glance of 
admirers virtually every minute of 
the day. 

Among the silver pieces are 
heavy spoons—to drop one in an 
ordinary bow! would be disastrous 
—which have been in the Chouteau 
and other St. Louis families for a 
century and more. The earliest 
bear only cryptic marks, perhaps 
known to the connoisseur, and 
then come the marks of early 8&t. 
Louis jewelers, Beauvais and Jac- 
card. One of the spoons bears the 
note, “used by George Washing- 
ton.” 

Thomas Jefferson's blue aspara- 
gus bow! is the imposing center of 
the display. In an adjacent case, 
incidentally, is a sundic! which the 
statesman-scientist etched, auto- 
graphed and used at Monticello. 
Ranged around the asparagus dish 
are a great tureen from old Vir- 
ginia, early St. Louis tumblers of 
cut glass so heavy as to look like 
“dime-store stuff,” whalebone 
spoons, a horn cup carried through 

the War of 1812 by Gen. David 
Thompson, Laclede’s blue plate, 
a liqueur set presented to Dr. 
James R. Clemens of Webster 
Groves by his cousin, Mark Twain, 
and three small blue Chinese 
plates which belonged to Martha 
Washington. 

They Really Drank Coffee. 

Coffee cups of the French and 
English in the Seventeen-seventies 
differ in degree of ornament, but 
not in thinness, obvious excellence 
of material and workmanship, and 
immensity. . 

They drank COFFEE in those 
days. And they drank it from the 
saucer. The saucers were minia- 
ture bowls, and not so very “min- 
lature” at that. On display are the 
small plates, tike the later bone- 
dishes and the individual butter 
plates of today but thicker, on 
which belles and statesmen set the 
half-empty cups while they drank 
from the saucers. 
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RUSSIA STILL HOLDS 10,000 
HUNGARIAN WAR PRISONERS 


Said to Be Scattered All Over Sil- 
beria and Working in State 
Mines. 

‘BUDAPEST, July 27. — Count 
Czaky, minister for war, told Par- 
liament that 10.000 Hungariana, 
captured in the World War, were 
still held in Russian prison camps 
annd forced to work in the state 
mines of Siberia. 

He explained that these men 
could not De repatraited because 
the Government has no money for 
such a purpose and also because 
there are no diplomatic relations 
between Hungary and Russia. A 
friendly power, which is repre- 
sented at Moscow, has been asked 
to collect information as to the fate 
of thousands of ex-soldiers of this 
country who have been separated 
from their homeland for more than 
a decade. 

Count Czaky said that the pris- 
oners were distributed all over Sil- 
beria and led a miserable eristence, 
He said they were not even allowed 
to correspond with their relatives 
in Hungary because the letter cen- 
sorship permits use only of Rus- 
sian, German, French or English. 

Some escaped prisoners have 
come back with startling tales of 
the life in Siberia. The mortality 
among the Hungarians is appalling,

Highways Put in 
Good Condition 
By Dry Weather 


Auto Club Survey Shows 
Even Dirt Detours in 
Fine Shape. 


Dry weather for several days 
has placed virtually all of Mis- 
souri’s highway detours scattered 
in all parts of the State in unusual- 
ly good condition and travel to any 
section has been unimpedeg along 
the routes of all United States 
highways and Missouri State 
routes, according to a summary by 
the Automobile Club of Missouri. 

Two short stretches of new con- 
crete slab were opened to travel 
during the week,’ one on VU. 8. 61 
between Jackson and Cape Girar- 
deau, and the other on U. S 36 


east of Clarence. Most of the de- 
tours in the part of the State north 
of the Missouri River are dirt and 
consequently are bad, in fact vir- 
tually impassable, in time of heavy 
rains. The continued fair weather 
has placed these in as fine condi- 
tion as they have ever been, ac- 
cording to local reports received 
by the Auto Club. 

Detours south of the Missouri 
River are, for the most part, 
gravel or semi-gravel, and conse- 
quently are nearly all weather 
roads. The semi-gravel detours 
are rendered impassable only in 
event of rain heavy enough to 
cause washouts or softening of the 
surface and travel in that portion 
ofthe State is usually uninter- 
rupted. 

The new concrete opened this 
week for travel on No. 61 is adja- 
cent to Cape Girardeau and runs 
six miles toward Jackson. Travel 
will be routed over the old gravel 
road three miles out of Jackson. 
The detour on No. 61 between 
Farmington and Fredericktown has 
been placed in good condition with 
gravel and grading. There are 
some narrow places and sharp 
blind turns, however, that should 
be watched carefully by the mo- 
torist. The detour connects with 
Missouri No. 790 about two miles 
west of Fredericktown, and 61 is 
routed through Fredericktown to 
a point northeast of the town 
where it rejoins the concrete. 

This detour probably will be in 
effect for the most of the summer. 
Construction work on the gap be- 
tween Farmington and Frederick- 
town is in progress on the north 
end and grading of a new part of 
the route is being done on the 
south end. Another dirt detour on 
No. 61 is in effect between New 
Madrid and Marsden. By the close

The trail may be reached by way 
of a number of routes out of St. 
Louis although the logical point to 
Start the tour is at Niagara Falls 
which can be reached via Indianap- 
olis, Fort Wayne, Toledo, Detroit, 
Windsor, Ontario; London, Hamil- 
ton and St. Catherines; or, if it 
is desired to travel entirely in the 
states, from Indianapolis via Lima, 
Cleveland, Ashtabula, Erie and 
Buffalo. 

Niagara Falis with its cataracts, 
its illumination, its many beauties 
and its great hydro-electric power 
development, has a strong appeal 
to the traveler, Each evening 24 
gigantic searchlights developing 1,-

Following a beautiful 
Lycoming Creek, noted for its fine 
trout fishing, the Susquehanna 
Trail swings into Williamsport, a 
charming city of some 60,000 pop- 
ulation, where the first glimpse of 
the shimmering Susquehanna River 
is obtained. 

Williamsport is the “half-way 
point” on the trail and has very 
fine hotel accommodations where 
motorists may spend the night and 
rest and refresh themsélveg for the 
next day’s journey. And if the 
tourist wishes to make @ one or 
two-day's stop in the “Queen 
City” he will find it worth while to 
visit Penn's and Red Panther 
(Woodward) caves, Eagle Mere, 
the historic Tiadaght: . Elm under 
which a local Declaration of Inde- 
pendence from Great Britain was 
signed; and perhaps Pennsylvania 
State College. 

From Williamsport to Muncy the 
Susquehanna Trail passes through 
a rolling farming country with 
higher wooded hills stretching out 
to the north and the Blue Bald 
Eagle range of mountains looming 
high on the southern horizon, Be- 
tween Muncy and Milton the tour- 
ist enjoys the delightful panorama 
of mountaing and fertile valleys 
and below Milton River scenes of 
unusual beauty. 

At Northumberland the tourist 
arrives at the junction of the 
north and west branches of the 
Susquehanna River, forming «a 
stream of truly majestic propor- 
tions. Crossing the river here the 
St. Louis motorigt may follow the 
river on its right bank all the way 
to Clark's Ferry through eclins- 
grove and Liverpool. No may can 
fail to praise the grandeur o, the 
many gaps cut by the river thru«zh 
the majestic mountains along this 
| portion of the Trail.

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AUBURN, Ind., July 27.—Rad-| 
ical changes in the lines of auto-| 
mobiles are being aveided by man- | 
ufacturers, in the opinion of R. | 
H. Faulkner, vice president of Au- 
burn. 

The chief reason for this, accord- 
ing to Faulkner, is that the public 
has demanded security in its invest- 
ment and frowns on any attempt to | 
obsolete models by unusual changes | 
in lines or general design. | 

At one time, Faulkner said, | 
many manufacturers were of the | 
opinion that in order to sell their | 
new models they must be totally 
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different in appearance from the 
previous ones. The bringing out 
of these radical new models obso- 
leted the old ones and the pur- 
chaser of a last year’s car suffered 
a tremendous loss by the deprecia- 
tion of value of his old car. 

The success of Auburn's policy 
of a standard design and the avoid- 
ance of radical changes at any one 
time is an outstanding example of 
the public’s response. Since the 
adoption of this policy Auburn's 
sales, for instance, have increased 
more than 700 per cent and its ac- 
ceptance is the greatest the com- 
pany has ever known. 

In 1925 Auburn adopted its gen- 
eral lines. Since that time there 
has been constant refinements, 
both mechanically and in appear- 
ance, but at no time have the 
changes been radical.

After the better 
class audiences had been driven from the theaters by the drivel 
which flooded the screens, another class came along to fill up the 
houses. These spectators reveled in seeing the same screen stars, :

from the sub titles and then, unconsciously perhaps, the customers 
went ahead and played the show themselves—they imagined them- 
selves in the parts and they imagined what the screen dummies were 
saying and what thoir voices sounded like.

Well, 
they’ve heard some of those voices now through the reproducing 
machines. So have the picture magnates, which accounts for the 
rush to drag trained speaking voices from Broadway.

“There are many opinions as to 
the decline of the legitimate thea- 
ter, but most authorities agree 
that the establishment of organ- 


izations similar to the Theater So-.- 


ciety of St. Louis is the only way to 
revive the drama,” he says. 

“In the first place, the theater 
will die a natural death if there are 
no regular seasons of entertainment 
made available to the people. If 
there is no supply the demand will 
cease in time as seekers of amuse- 
ment turn to other diversions. 

“About a decade ago there was 
evidence that the touring company 


method of furnishing theatrical . 


fare was laboring under difficulties. 
‘he condition was brought about 
largely by reason of increased costs 
of production in all departments of 
the theaters. Touring companies 
were obliged to shorten their 
routes, visiting only the large cities 
where an attendance sufficiently 
great to cover the expense Was as- 
sured. It made necessary, too, the 
application of business methods, 
/ and art suffers when put on a busi- 
ness basis. Inferior productions 
was the answer. Producers could 
not afford to send on the road the 
original productions that made 
the show a success in New York. 
The public refused to pay for an 
inferior product—and today we see 
many fine theaters in large cities 
that are fortunate to have a wintar 
season lasting more than 10 weeks.

NEW YORK. 

ANG! went the 
Sheriff's hammer, 
and the American 
palace of the “‘Roy- 
al Order of the 
Rose” went with it. 
So did the Creat 
Slav Union. So did 
the Royal Hall of 
Count Tcherep 
Spiridovich II, formerly H. Victor von 
Broens-Trupp. And the Queen of the 
Royal Order of the Rose, Dame Har- 
riet Beauley, moved out of their 62- 
rom (count ‘em) manor at Arrochar, 
Staten Island, out of the Palace of the 
Roval Order of the Rose (the walls of 
which were now festooned mostly 
with cobwebs)——out she went into the 
woods, depending on neighbors’ coffee 
and cake for sustenance. 

You've never heard of the Royal 
Order of the Rose? Shame on you! 
Tut, tut. How little we Americans 
keep up with great world movements. 
You've not heard how the magnifi- 
cent Dame Beauley’s home went up 
the spout via the mortgage route be- 
cause the lady mortgaged her home 
for $40,000 to care for her newly- 
created royalty Americaine? Well, 
well. You didn’t even know we were 
dispensing titles in the land of the 
free and the home of the brave, dis- 
pensing nobility, mind you, on Staten 
Island, right under the nose of the 
Statue of Liberty herself? Well, 
well, again, and a long line of tuts. 
We'll enlighten you. 

This is the way it all happened: 


BOUT 15 years ago, back 
A sound 1914, William J. Beau- 

ley, nationally known artist, 
bought “The House With a Hun- 
dred Rooms" (as it was erroneous- 
ly known), which raised its Co- 
lonial beauty on Staten Island and 
Overlooked New York harbor. High 
On a hilltop it stood. Within was a 
great hall, the length of the house, 
rising three stories to the roof. This 
Magnificent hall was floored with 
Spanish tiles, and surrounding it was 
4 gallery, with balustrades of dark 
Wood, all supported by pillars of heav- 
lly-carved capitals. On one side a 
kreat staircase flung out a massive 
approach.

Mrs. Beauley was given the 62-room 
Manor on Staten Island.”

Pected by this time. It takes quite a 
staff to keep it up in the manner to 
Which it is accustomed. You cant 
have somebody come in twice A week 
and make it look like anything. Coal, 
Ooh! And Heht. oh! And just about 
everything else, oh!! 

Mrs. Beauley started an out-door 


dancing studio. But that didn't bring 
ahe 


in money enough. So what did 
do but turn her Staten Island chateau 


into a “‘fashionabie’’ boarding house. 

'Twas just about this time that 
great swarms of exiled Russian aristo- 
crats decided they preferred the com- 
pany of Uncle Samuel to that of 
Messieurs Lenin and Trotzky. Great 
shoals of these titled men and women 
came to America. For some reason or 
other they made their way, many of 
them, toward the home of Madame 
Beauley. And Madame, ever one to 
appreciate the exotic, greeted them 
with open arms. 

Enter, then, Count Tcherep Spiricto- 
vich! Madame Beauley’s Waterloo 
was on the horizon. 

First and foremost, Count Spirido- 
vich was a descendant of Rurik the 
Great, founder of the Russian Em- 
pire, and a Colonel in the army of the 
last of the Czars. He also was a 
pretty good dreamer. One of his most 
potent dreams was the Slav federa- 
tion. He wanted to unite Russia with 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Rumania, Bul- 
garia and Lithuania. Of course, all 
the peoples aren't 
Slavs, but the 
Count was pretty 
cosmopolitan. He 
didn’t mind work, 
either, for he was 
going to head the 
whole business. 

Even before the 
World War he 
was president of 
a Slav society in 
Moscow, and he 
visited America 
in 1907, present- 
ing, while here, a 
Jeweled cup to 
President Roose- 
velt for his of- 
fices toward mak- 
ing peace between 
Russia and Japan. 
It was rumored 
at that time that 
the Count was 
trying to enlist 225,000,000 Ameri- 
ean dollars in a project to link the 
Baltic and the Black Sea by cana!. 

So. as a lofty fellow the Count 
came to America in 1907, and as a 
lofty fellow he returned to Russia. 
But when he next trod upon these 
shores he was gray and poor. 

Detained at Ellis Island, he finally 
was admitted It wasn't long before 
he got to Beauley Manor. 

Nothing much was heard fron. him 
until 1926, when he issued a procla- 
mation for the first All-Slav conven- 
tion. to be held in October of that 
year. On the morning of Octoher 25, 
one week before the convention date. 
he was found dead in bed in his 
room at the Manor The gas-heater 
cock was open The offictal verdict 


of-the Coroner was death due 
to a defective gas heater. But 
there were many who suspect- 
ed that it was suicide, prought 
about by his realization that no 
one, or but a scant few, would 
attend his convention call. One 
man insists death was due to 
heart failure—heart failure 
from grief, for, pays this man, 
the Count saw a world crisis 
approaching and realized that he 
could not prevent it. 

Who was this man who gives this 
explanation? None other than Count 
Spiridovich Il, sometime H. Victor 
von Broens-Trupp, he who was about 
to be His Majesty of the Royal Order 
of the Rose. 

Now, H. Victor von Broens-Trupp 
had been Count Spiridovich's right- 
hand man. And H. Victor von Broens- 
Trupp had observed the master care- 
fully and kept his counsel. No soon- 
er had the real Count Spiridovich died 
that H. Victor hitched himself to the 
Count’s name 
and title.
